Recently  we  read  a copy  of  the  PSE  (Professional  Stamp  Expert) 
grading  booklet  put  out  by  that  division  of  Collector's  Universe.  The 
topic  was  about  postage  stamps,  old  and  new.  The  narrative  and  illustra- 
tions were  very  well  done,  imparting  to  the  reader  a good  understand- 
ing of  what  constitutes  elements  going  into  the  grade  of  a stamp,  these 
being  classified  on  a 100-point  scale.  Very  important,  centering  of  a 
stamp  (perhaps  equal  in  a way  to  sharpness  of  striking  on  a coin)  is  a 
vital  factor  in  assigning  a stamp  grade.  Without  decent  centering  there 
is  no  way  a stamp  can  be  given  a high  number,  even  if  otherwise  it  is 
nice  as  the  day  it  was  printed. 

While  the  current  methods  of  grading  coins  may  be  too  far  gone  to 
correct  them,  it  is  notable  that  striking  is  not  an  aspect  of  current  coin 
grades,  but  perhaps  should  be.  We  try  to  fill  the  gap  by  adding  comments 
here  and  there  for  readers  who  may  be  interested.

On  January  18,  1837,  the  standard  weight  of  the  silver  dollar  was 
changed,  and  subsequent  strikings  from  this  die  pair  have  a different 
weight  and  die  alignment. 

For  many  years  the  1836  Gobrecht  dollar  of  this  type  was  considered 
to  be  a pattern,  even  though  it  was  listed  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins.  However,  a closer  look  at  the  authorization  and  the  coins 
themselves  reveals  that  these  were  indeed  made  for  monetary  use.  Ac- 
cordingly, they  are  properly  part  of  a type  set  of  United  States  coins.

For  a long  time  before,  dating  back  to  1821,  the  price  of 
bullion  on  international  markets  made  it  necessary  to  deposit 
more  than  $5  in  gold  at  the  Mint  in  order  to  receive  a half  eagle. 
Accordingly,  such  coins  did  not  circulate  at  face  value  but  were 
mainly  used  in  the  international  trade  where  they  were  valued 
on  gold  content,  or  more  than  face  value. 

The  Act  of  1834  went  into  effect  on  August  1,  and  by  late  summer 
the  new  quarter  eagles  and  half  eagles  were  seen  in  eastern  cities,  but 
they  were  hardly  common.  Likely  it  was  not  until  several  years  later 
that  they  were  readily  seen  in  everyday  commerce.

As  noted  above,  the  present  writer  (FVV)  saw  a similar  die  state 
while  cataloguing  the  Bass  Collection.  The  writer's  comments  are 
reproduced  here:  "The  obverse  of  this  specimen  shows  strong  clash 
marks  in  the  field  behind  Miss  Liberty's  head,  as  well  as  in  front  of  her 
throat,  and  in  among  the  letters  of  LIBERTY  in  her  tiara  and  in  her  eye. 
Careful  examination  reveals  what  appears  to  be  the  clashed  image  of 
the  eagle  from  the  reverse  die  as  something  seemingly  familiar,  yet  not 
exactly  the  image  of  the  eagle  from  that  die.  Perhaps  a die  from  another 
denomination  was  accidentally  dropped  on  the  obverse  die  of  this 
half  eagle,  before  it  was  shipped  from  Philadelphia  to  Dahlonega.  The 
heaviest  of  the  clash  marks  appears  behind  Liberty's  head,  resembling 
the  crook  of  an  eagle's  wing  more  than  anything  else;  the  marks  do 
not,  however,  match  perfectly  with  the  reverse  design  elements."  After 
further  examination  of  the  presently  offered  specimen,  the  writer  must 
add  that  stars  2, 3,  and  4 have  been  heavily  polished,  with  stars  2 and  3 
very  thin  and  fragile  as  a result.  No  doubt  heavy  die  polishing  occurred 
in  this  area,  almost  assuredly  in  an  effort  to  efface  the  heavy  clash  marks 
that  must  have  been  present  in  that  area.

Countless  thousands  of  words  have  been  written  about  the  MCMVII 
High  Relief  double  eagle,  and  we  can  appreciate  that.  However,  we 
would  be  remiss  if  we  didn't  at  least  give  a brief  sketch  here  for  those 
who  may  not  be  familiar  with  the  fascinating  story  behind  the  coin. 

In  1905,  President  Teddy  Roosevelt,  historically  the  president  who 
took  the  most  active  interest  in  our  coinage  designs,  was  disappointed 
with  the  mundane  state  of  America's  coinage  designs.  He  had  only 
recently  taken  an  interest  in  ancient  Greek  coins  which  he  had  seen  on 
display,  and  lamented  the  fact  that  the  currency  of  his  era  was  plain  and 
uninspired  by  comparison.  Accordingly,  Roosevelt  contacted  his  long 
time  acquaintance,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  and  asked  him  to  redesign 
the  entire  U.S.  coinage  spectrum,  from  the  small  bronze  cent  up  to  the 
large  gold  double  eagle.  Saint-Gaudens,  America's  most  admired  sculp- 
tor, kept  his  studio  in  Cornish,  New  Hampshire  (just  a couple  of  hours 
from  our  offices  in  downtown  Wolfeboro),  where  he  prepared  sketches 
and  working  models  of  his  ideas.  By  the  summer  of  1907,  Saint-Gaudens 
had  nearly  completed  the  work  on  the  Indian  $10  design  as  well  as  the 
new  $20  design,  which  he  based  on  his  statue  of  Victory,  part  of  the  Sher- 
man Victory  Monument  which  stands  today  in  New  York  City's  Central 
Park.  On  August  3, 1907,  Saint-Gaudens  succumbed  to  cancer  without 
ever  seeing  an  example  of  his  work  in  a legal  tender  format.  His  work 
was  finished  by  his  assistant,  Henry  Hering.  Meanwhile,  a great  "war" 
(Roosevelt  called  it  his  "pet  crime")  had  broken  out  between  the  Mint 
and  Charles  Barber  on  one  side,  and  President  Roosevelt  on  the  other. 
Barber  was  upset  that  Roosevelt  had  unkind  words  for  his  dime,  quarter, 
and  half  dollar  designs  (which  had  circulated  as  current  coin  of  the  realm 
since  1892),  and  he  was  also  incensed  that  an  outside  artist  had  been 
chosen  to  redesign  the  coinage.  Barber  protested  that  the  high  relief  of 
the  dies  would  prevent  the  coins  from  striking,  and  on  and  on,  causing 
Roosevelt  to  state  that  the  MCMVII  $20  coins  would  be  produced  if  it 
took  all  day  to  strike  just  one  coin!  Despite  Barber's  shenanigans,  the 
coins  were  eventually  produced  to  the  tune  of  several  hundred  pieces 
a day,  though  not  without  difficulties,  as  each  coin  needed  three  blows 
from  the  dies  to  be  rendered  to  its  full  advantage.  In  time,  some  12,367 
High  Relief  MCMVII  double  eagles  were  produced  to  Teddy  Rrxwevelt's 
.satisfaction.  Barber  then  redesigned  the  dies,  making  them  flatter  in 
depth  and  considerably  less  dynamic  in  appearance,  remaining  thuslv 
through  the  demise  of  the  series  in  1933.

The  Cincinnati  half  dollars  from  all  three  mints  were  "pet"  com- 
memoratives  from  Thomas  Melish,  a businessman  of  that  town  who 
had  the  right  political  connections  to  secure  his  own  commemorative 
half  dollar.  Casting  about  for  something  to  commemorate,  he  hit  upon 
the  idea  of  1936  being  the  50th  anniversary  of  Cincinnati  as  "a  musical 
center  of  America."  However,  later  day  historians  have  been  unable  to 
find  anything  in  the  musical  category  specifically  happening  in  1886 — 
suggesting  that  the  entire  matter  was  contrived.  To  be  sure,  Cincinnati 
always  has  had  an  interest  in  music,  with  bands,  orchestras,  and  even 
with  the  famous  Rudolph  Wurlitzer  Company  headquartered  there. 
Stephen  Foster,  pictured  on  the  obverse,  lived  there  briefly. 

Melish  advertised  the  price  of  the  three-coin  set  at  $7.75,  the  high- 
est price  charged  for  a new  issue  up  to  that  time.  Although  5,000  sets 
were  available  for  distribution,  the  rush  was  so  great  that  the  issue 
was  sold  out  in  a wink,  leaving  nearly  all  purchasers  with  "sold  out" 
letters.  Marvelously,  Melish  just  happened  to  have  some  extra  sets 
available  later,  at  a new  price  of  close  to  $50.  Such  abuses,  particularly 
with  the  Oregon  Trail  Memorial,  prompted  Congress  to  close  down 
the  commemorative  coin  pipeline  in  1938.  All  during  this  era  the  Mint 
did  not  benefit  at  all,  but  the  profits  went  to  associations  and  private 
entrepreneurs.  For  a "good  read"  on  all  of  this,  acquire  a copy  of  Dave 
Bowers'  1993  sfudy.  Commemorative  Coins  of  the  United  States:  A Complete 
Encyclopedia,  now  out  of  print,  but  available  occasionally  on  the  second- 
ary market  or  free  on  loan  from  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
Library  in  Colorado  Springs. 

Regardless  of  the  circumstances  of  birth  and  distribution,  the 
Cincinnati  half  dollar  is  recognized  today  as  one  of  the  scarcer  types. 
Most  of  them  display  significant  marks,  due  to  the  relatively  open  area 
of  the  fields  on  both  sides.  The  present  coin  is  among  the  finest  seen 
by  NGC.

The  present  listing  showcases  dies  and  plates  for  state-chartered  and 
national  banLs,  with  emphasis  on  the  South,  reflecting  the  location  of  this 
sale  in  Atlanta.  Then  follow  interesting  vignettes,  advertising  dies  (including 
multiple  for  Coca-Cola,  founded  in  Atlanta  in  1886),  portraits,  and  more. 

At  the  Whitman  Coins  & Collectibles  Expo  we  will  sponsor  a display  of 
ABNCo  artifacts  and  memorabilia,  including  rare  printed  notes  from  early 
plates,  19th  century  bank  documents,  and  more.  Dave  Bowers  will  give  a 
presentation  on  the  ABNCo  archives  on  Friday,  October  6,  at  11  a.m. 

While  our  entire  team  is  involved,  John  Pack  and  Susan  Novak  were  the 
primarily  cataloguers  and  classifiers  of  items  in  this  sale,  with  Dave  Bowers 
lending  input.  Again  we  give  a nod  of  appreciation  to  the  many  bank  note 
researchers  and  specialists  who  have  contributed  suggestions. 

Formed  in  1858  by  a con.solidation  of  seven  major  engraving  and  print- 
ing firms,  ABNCo  went  on  to  dominate  the  security  printing  business 
worldwide.  From  1858  until  the  twilight  of  the  issuance  of  currency  by 
state-chartered  banks  in  the  mid-1860s,  the  firm  produced  bills  for  banks 
all  across  the  United  States.  Often  this  was  done  by  taking  plates  from  the 
firms  that  comprised  ABNCo  in  1858,  adding  the  ABNCo  monogram,  and 
printing  new  versions.  In  addition,  the  firm  produced  Federal  currency  for 
the  United  States  government  from  1861  through  the  1870s,  postage  stamps 
for  many  years,  and  countless  security  documents  for  banks,  governments, 
and  other  institutions. 

It  was  the  firm's  policy  to  retain  the  printing  plates  and  related  equip- 
ment. Year  by  year,  generation  by  generation,  a vast  trove  of  wonderful 
artifacts  grew  as  new  things  were  added.  By  2003,  when  we  first  visited 
American  Bank  Note  Company  and  examined  certain  of  the  items,  there 
were  thousands  of  vignette  dies,  many  cylinder  dies,  and  hundreds  of  bank 
note  printing  plates,  in  addition  to  other  items.  In  2005  the  highlights  of  this 
were  consigned  by  John  Albanese  and  Steve  Blum  to  American  Numismatic 
Rarities  to  study,  evaluate,  and  showcase  for  auction  presentation.  As  part 
of  the  program,  Q.  David  Bowers'  book.  Obsolete  Currency  Issued  by  Banks 
1 782-1866,  was  completed  (the  project  had  been  underway  for  many  years), 
and  as  these  words  are  being  written  it  is  in  its  final  stages  of  printing, 
with  distribution  anticipated  in  October.  Comprising  over  600  pages  and 
hundreds  of  illustrations,  this  will  tell  the  story  of  bank  note  printing  and 
engraving  in  America,  along  with  the  banks  that  distributed  them,  financial 
booms  and  recessions,  the  American  scene,  and  more — "equal  to  a university 
course  in  the  subject,"  according  to  Mary  Counts,  president  of  Whitman. 

Items  Offered 

The  present  sale  offers  a wide  variety  of  ABNCo  treasures  as  will  our 
upcoming  auctions.  Generally  they  are  divided  as  follows: 

• Vignette  dies:  Rectangular  plates  of  hardened  steel  in  which  scenes,  lettering, 
and  designs  are  engraved.  While  there  are  exceptions,  many  of  these  range  in  ap- 
proximate size  from  a playing  card  to  a postcard,  some  going  up  to  letterhead  size. 
The  lettering  and  details  on  these  are  in  mirror  image,  so  that  when  impressions 
were  taken  from  them  they  would  appear  in  the  proper  orientation. 

Many  of  these  vignette  dies  date  from  the  antecedent  firms  that  comprised 
ABNCo  in  the  1858  merger,  and  have  remained  intact  and  unused  ever  since! 
Others  date  from  a later  period  and  include  scenes  for  currency  and  security 
printing,  among  which  are  stock  certificates  of  certain  companies  whose  names 
are  recognizable  today.  The  rectangular  plates  are  ideal  for  display,  could  be  easily 
mounted  on  a walnut  plaque  as  an  office  decoration,  or  can  simply  be  enjoyed  as 
collectibles.  Very  rarely  has  even  a single  vignette  die  been  offered  for  auction. 


The  ABNCo  Archives  are  like  opening  Ali  Baba's  cave — revealing  a treasure  (rove 
of  which  there  never  has  been  an  equivalent  or  will  there  be  again. 

• Bank  note  printing  plates:  These  plates,  usually  of  four  subjects,  but  some- 
times one  or  two,  were  used  to  print  currency  for  state-chartered  banks  in  the 
early  19th  century.  Each  plate  has  the  name  of  the  bank,  location,  denomination, 
design.s,  and  other  details,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  engraving  company  that 
created  it,  such  as  Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch  & Edson,  New  York,  or  one  or  another 
of  the  other  firms  that  was  merged  to  form  ABNCo  in  1858.  Plates  used  to  make 
limited  runs  of  currency,  generally  up  to  5,000  impressions,  were  often  made 
in  copper.  Those  intended  for  longer  runs  (but  not  always  used  for  such)  were 
made  in  hardened  steel. 

Many  of  the  bank  note  plates  we  offer  are  in  prisfine  condifion,  having  been 
carefully  wrapped  in  heavy  paper  and  put  away  for  generations,  some  from  before 
the  ABNCo  merger  in  1858.  Each  plate  is  cross  referenced  fo  James  A.  Haxby's 
Obsolete  Paper  Money  of  the  United  States  1782-1866,  issued  in  four  volumes  by 
Krause  Publications,  1988.  In  the  ABNCo  archives  there  are  many  plates  of  subjects 
unknown  to  James  Haxby,  and  as  these  are  presented  in  our  sales  they  will  be 
described  in  detail  and  illustrated  for  the  benefit  of  fufure  historians. 

Relatively  few  printing  plates  have  ever  reached  the  collectors'  market, 
but  when  such  occasions  occurred,  there  has  been  a lot  of  interest.  Now  and 
again  old  plates  have  been  used  to  issue  reprints,  profitably,  as  in  the  case 
of  R.M.  Smythe  and  Company  which  produced  25  impressions  from  a four- 
subject  bank  note  plate  of  the  Bank  of  Mount  Pleasant,  Ohio,  "reprinted  by 
Smythe  as  a presentation  to  valued  clients  in  1990....  The  notes  are  stamped 
and  numbered  on  the  verso  in  accordance  with  the  Hobby  Protection  Act" 
which  is  offered  in  the  July  2006  catalogue  of  the  Herb  and  Martha  Schingoethe 
catalogue  as  Lot  1249.  The  American  Bank  Note  Company  itself  reprinted 
some  notes  in  the  1980s  in  particular,  which  occasionally  come  on  the  mar- 
ket today,  usually  described  as  "proprietary  proofs,"  or  proofs  made  by  the 
owner  of  the  bank  note  plates;  some  bear  modern  markings,  while  others  do  not. 
No  representation  or  warranty  is  made  of  any  kind  as  to  the  suitability  or  de- 
sirability of  any  plate  for  future  reprinting,  except  to  add  the  suggestion  that 
unlike  prior  reprintings,  it  would  be  good  form  to  stamp  on  the  back  of  each 
note  that  it  is  a modern  proof,  or  whatever  term,  to  avoid  modern  proofs  from 
being  sold  as  originals.  In  many  instances,  such  reprints,  if  made,  would  serve 
to  provide  examples  for  which  no  originals  are  known — much  in  the  way  that 
ABNCo  proprietary  proofs  have  done,  and  with  great  success  in  the  marketplace. 
Likely,  collectors  a generation  from  now  will  marvel  upon  the  availability  of  plates 
in  our  series  of  auctions,  much  as  in  a related  way  one  can  only  contemplate 
when  the  paper  archives  of  American  Bank  Note  Company  were  auctioned  by 
Christie's  in  1990  and  1991.  However,  unlike  paper  notes,  each  bank  note  plate 
is  absolutely  unique! 

• Cylinder  dies  (19th-century  usage),  today  called  rolls  or  transfer  rolls,  com- 
prise another  major  section  of  our  offering.  These  consist  of  hard  metal  cylinders 
which  bear  around  their  periphery  a relief  impression  from  a vignette  die.  During 
the  transfer  or  siderographic  process,  a soft  steel  roller  was  impressed  into  the 
face  of  a hard  vignetfe  die.  The  roller  then  picked  up  the  impression  in  relief. 
Hardened  by  tempering,  the  cylinder  die  was  then  used  to  transfer  the  impres- 
sion into  the  face  of  a copper  or  soft  steel  bank  note  plate  or  other  printing  plate, 
the  details  being  transferred  incuse  or  intaglio.  A bank  note  plate  was  created  by 
successive  applications  of  cylinder  dies,  adding  one  at  a time  different  aspects 
such  as  vignettes,  counters  (numbers  and  decorations  referring  to  the  denomina- 
tion), lettering,  and  the  like.  After  this  process  the  soft  steel  plate  was  hardened, 
polished,  and  made  ready  for  printing — in  the  form  which  we  offer  plates  today. 
The  copper  bank  note  plates  were  made  by  the  same  method,  except  that  the 
metal  was  soft  to  begin  with. 

Until  now,  most  dedicated  specialists  have  never  even  seen  a cylinder  die, 
much  less  have  had  the  opportunity  to  own  one.  These  units  are  very  interesting, 
historical,  and  as  a class  are  very  rare. 

• Other  plates:  A limited  number  of  plates  used  by  the  antecedent  companies 
that  formed  ABNCo  to  produce  broadsides  and  advertising  sheets  will  be  offered 
in  time.  In  addition,  other  artifacts  will  be  presented  and  described. 

About  Designs  and  Vignettes 

Over  a long  period  of  time  during  the  bank  note  issuing  era  as  well  as 
later,  vignettes  were  often  given  titles.  Sometimes  the  specific  names  ap- 
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peared  on  bank  notes  or  other  security  printing,  but  usually  not.  Allegori- 
cal gods  and  goddesses  were  particular  favorites  then  and  now.  A women 
standing  holding  a balance  scale  would  likely  be  known  as  Justice,  while 
a goddess  embracing  a sheaf  of  wheat  was  typically  Ceres  (the  goddess 
of  agriculfure),  but,  equipped  with  a shield,  or  with  a eagle  nearby,  might 
just  as  well  be  called  Liberty.  A figure  with  a cornucopia  overflowing  with 
plenty  could  be  called  Moneta  if  coins  were  present  or  spilled  out  on  the 
ground  nearby,  or  Fortune.  Commerce  may  be  in  the  form  of  a goddess 
with  gears  or  machines  nearby. 

Hebe,  cup  bearer  to  the  gods  is  seen  on  some  vignettes,  typically  holding 
a goblet  or  other  container  offering  wine  to  a patriotic  eagle.  Archimedes, 
perhaps  using  a lever  to  lift  the  earth,  was  another  early  motif,  as  were 
Androcles  and  the  Lion,  Venus  (scantily  dressed,  or  emerging  from  the  sea, 
or  in  some  other  pose),  Hercules,  Proserpine,  and  more. 

Famous  people  are  another  popular  subject,  with  Washington,  Franklin, 
Clay,  Lafayette,  Calhoun,  and  others  widely  used  on  paper  money  plus 
many  portraits  that  are  not  immediately  identifiable  now,  buf  which  in 
their  day  were  important. 

Generally,  the  vignette  dies  as  well  as  printing  plates  in  the  ABNCo 
archives  are  not  labeled  as  to  title.  Ideas  for  attributions  can  be  gained 
from  the  series  of  monographs  created  by  Roger  H.  Durand  in  his  Interest- 
ing Notes  series,  from  certain  reference  books  on  state  bank  notes  (Harold 
Bowen's  1956  text  on  Michigan  bank  notes  is  especially  rich  in  this  regard), 
back  issues  of  the  late  lamented  Essay-Proof  Journal,  and  elsewhere.  In  our 
descriptions  of  scenes  we  describe  what  we  see,  usually  not  assigning  a 
specific  tifle.  However,  by  lucky  happensfance  no  doubt  many  of  the  pur- 
chasers will  be  able  to  research  their  treasures  and  come  up  with  additional 
information.  The  unknown  is  always  exciting,  and  many  of  the  ABNCo 
items  come  with  this  quintessential  element.

Vignette  repre- 
senting the  state  of  Alabama,  allegorical  figures.  Mercury  and 
Agriculture  supporting  a map  of  the  state.  A cotton  plant  is  seen 
at  the  top,  with  a ribbon  reading,  "Union  Agriculture  Com- 
merce." Below,  the  engravin  g is  signed,  "Designed  and  Engd.

A fine  work  on  a 
satiny  and  lustrous  deep  steel  gray  plate,  just  over  a quarter  of 
an  inch  thick  and  dated  to  the  1830s-1840s. 

Engraved  identification  number:  V-39757. 

Freeman  Rawdon  was  born  in  Tolland,  Connecticut  in  1801  (or  1804). 


Notes  about  Our  Descriptions 

Measurements:  The  sizes  are  close  approximations  only,  each  one  being 
rounded  to  the  nearest  quarter  inch.  These  measurements  reflect  the  actual 
size  of  the  plate.  The  vignettes  on  the  plates  are  generally  somewhat  smaller. 
In  cases  where  the  vignettes  are  considerably  smaller,  the  vignette  measure- 
ments are  given,  in  addition  to  the  plate  measurements.  The  illustrations 
in  this  catalogue  are  of  the  vignettes  themselves,  with  the  exception  of  the 
multi-subject  bank  note  plates  and  the  cylinder  dies.  On  many  vignette  dies, 
blank  unused  areas  were  inscribed  with  crossed  lines,  perhaps  to  make  the 
important  area  of  the  design  visible  at  quick  glance. 

Toning:  Throughout  the  listings  there  is  discussion  of  toning  on  the 
plates.  In  the  cases  of  fhe  steel  plates  in  particular,  much  of  this  coloration 
is  due  to  the  oils  on  the  surfaces  of  the  plates  rather  then  toning  of  the 
metal  itself.  Mosf  of  the  plates  have  been  chemically  treated  or  coated 
with  paraffin  by  fhe  various  engraving  firms  to  protect  the  surfaces  for 
long-term  storage.  These  treatments  have  worked  very  nicely  for  the 
most  part  and  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  the  design  features  are  free 
of  oxidafion.  Handling  over  the  years  has  added  oils  from  the  hands  of 
many  who  have  handled  them.  For  the  steel  plates,  the  toning  would 
mostly  disappear  if  the  plates  were  to  be  cleaned.  While  this  may  be 
desirable  in  some  cases  to  remove  buildups  of  wax,  it  is  generally  not 
recommended  as  cleaning  the  metal  will  leave  it  susceptible  to  oxidation. 
As  for  the  copper  plates,  the  metal  is  more  reactive  and  the  descriptions 
of  toning,  while  due  in  part  to  surface  treatments,  are  mostly  changes 
of  fhe  surface  of  the  metal. 

Photographs:  The  photographs  taken  by  staff  expert  Doug  Plasencia 
are  mirror  images  of  fhe  acfual  dies /plates,  showing  how  the  final  image 
would  be  printed. 


He  studied  engraving  under  his  brother,  Ralph  Rawdon,  at  that  time 
located  in  Albany,  New  York.  By  1828  he  was  in  New  York  City  in  the 
partnership  of  Rawdon,  Wright  & Co.,  later  Rawdon,  Wright  & Hatch, 
and  still  later,  enduring  until  the  ABNCo  combination  in  1848,  the  fa- 
mous Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch  & Edson.  Julian  Blanchard,  in  his  "Signed 
Vignettes  on  Obsolete  Bank  Notes,"  study  commencing  in  The  Essay-Proof 
Journal,  April  1945,  recorded  14  such  engravings  by  Rawdon. 

At  the  first  session  of  the  Alabama  General  Assembly,  just  prior  to 
statehood,  a law  of  December  21,  1820  provided  "To  incorporate  the 
subscribers  to  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  Alabama."  At  the  time  Cahawba 
was  the  state  capital.  The  Assembly,  cognizant  that  the  capital  might 
be  relocated,  stated  that  it  should  be  the  seat  of  the  bank  so  long  as  it 
retained  capital  status.  These  were  boom  times  in  the  district,  with  the 
strength  of  the  economy  predicated  on  the  cotton  crop.  Gold  and  silver 
coins  were  scarce,  in  fact  so  elusive  that  funds  were  insufficient  in  the  re- 
gion to  raise  the  needed  capital.  The  project  was  a failure.  On  December 
20,  1823,  another  act  established  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  with 
the  same  name.  The  institution  began  business  in  Cahawba,  then  in  1826 
relocated  to  the  new  capital,  Tuscaloosa.  At  that  time  it  had  $253,000  in 
capital  and  $273,000  face  value  in  currency  in  circulation. 

The  ensuing  years  were  profitable  in  Alabama  as  in  the  rest  of  the 
nation.  By  June  1,  1837,  the  capital  stood  at  $7,889,886,  and  bills  in 
circulation  totaled  $4,600,000.  However,  the  Panic  of  1837,  which  was 
triggered  by  the  suspension  of  specie  payments  on  May  10,  and  quickly 
spread,  wreaked  havoc  on  the  bank's  assets  and  loans.  It  was  later  found 
that  the  institution  had  $6,300,000  in  bad  debts.  To  bolster  the  bank  the 
state  issued  $7,500,000  in  bonds  in  December  1837.  In  the  meantime 
the  officers  and  directors,  with  scarcely  any  oversight,  continued  to 
make  unwise  loans  to  political  patrons,  state  officials,  and  elected  rep- 
resentatives. Most  of  these  proved  to  be  uncollectible.  An  investigation 
revealed  extensive  fraud.  The  charter  of  the  bank  expired  on  January  1, 
1845,  by  which  time  it  was  hopelessly  insolvent.  Afterward  the  records 
of  the  bank  were  conveniently  destroyed  in  a blaze  that  consumed  the 
Capitol  building,  by  this  time  in  Montgomer\'.  The  bank  established 
three  branches  in  1832  and  a fourth  in  1835.  These  were  closed  in  the 
early  1840s.  Incredibly,  it  was  not  until  1868  that  the  bank's  tangled 
affairs  were  finally  wound  up.

Imprint 
of  American  Bank  Note  Company  near  the  bottom  edge  of  each 
note  on  the  face  plate.  The  face  is  lustrous  light  steel  gray  with 
some  signs  of  handling  including  a few  fine  scratches,  minor 
edge  bumps  and  the  like.  However,  the  deeply  engraved  fea- 
tures of  the  design  still  retain  remnants  of  black  ink  in  places 
and  visually  stand  out  sharply  from  the  fields  of  the  plate. 
The  edges  are  widely  beveled,  and  shadows  of  the  tint  plate 
design  are  seen,  showing  that  the  tint  was  printed  first.  Each 
note  is  nicely  laid  out  with  attractively  executed  vignettes  of 
life  in  the  south  in  the  middle  of  the  19th  century.  The  vignette 
of  Henry  Clay,  seen  at  the  lower  left  corner  of  the  $10  note  as 
it  would  be  printed,  bears  the  mark  of  Jocelyn,  Draper,  Welsh 
and  Company,  1857.  The  tint  plate  is  also  bright  and  lustrous 
light  steel  gray,  but  this  plate  retains  more  of  its  polished 
appearance.  Small  bits  of  wax  are  seen  on  the  plate,  built  up 
from  old  treatment  of  the  plate  to  keep  it  from  rusting.  This  has 


done  its  service,  and  the  face  of  the  plate  is  free  of  oxidation, 
with  the  only  signs  being  at  the  very  edges,  and  not  affecting 
the  design.  The  engravings  are  deep,  and  considerable  traces 
of  the  red-orange  ink  used  for  the  tinting  are  seen  in  the  deep 
recesses.  A very  attractive  pair  of  plates  from  Selma,  a town 
that  had  only  three  note-issuing  banks  in  operation  during  the 
period  covered  by  Haxby,  and  one  of  these  was  a fraudulent 
enterprise.  Only  five  different  denominations  and  designs  are 
found  on  the  notes  of  the  Bank  of  Selma,  the  three  printed  by 
the  plates  offered  here,  and  $50  and  $100  notes  likely  printed 
by  a two-subject  plate.  A highly  attractive  set  of  southern  cur- 
rency plates,  both  with  their  original  paper  wrappers  that  are 
hand-labeled  as  to  the  bank  and  denominations  of  the  plates.

Going  into  the  Civil  War  era  the  Bank  of  Selma  was  a strong  institu- 
tion. In  1860  it  was  capitalized  at  $101,000  and  had  the  same  amount 
of  bills  in  circulation.  In  1862  the  capital  was  $100,000,  the  cashier  was 
R.  Lapsley,  and  the  president  was  W.M.  Smith.  Like  the  majority  of 
southern  banks,  it  did  not  survive  the  war.

Each 
of  the  four  denominations  is  vignetted  differently,  the  Set  with  a 
locomotive,  the  lOct  with  sidewheel  steamer,  the  25(1:  with  farming 
implements,  and  the  50(t  with  a symbol  of  the  state  of  Alabama. 
A very  attractive  plate  and  nice  for  display.  Parts  of  the  original 
paper  wrapper  are  included,  though  rather  rough.

Imprints  of  Danforth,  Wright,  and  Company,  New  York  and 
Philadelphia,  and  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  in 
monogram  form.  The  face  plate  is  lustrous  light  silver  gray 
and  attractively  vignetted.  The  plate  has  seen  slightly  more 
handling  than  others,  as  the  paper  wrappers  have  been  appar- 
ently long  lost.  Oxidation  spots  are  seen  sporadically  around 
much  of  the  border,  but  these  do  not  appear  to  have  deeply 
affected  the  metal  and  thus  could  probably  be  cleaned  away 
and  treated  to  preserve  the  long-term  integrity  of  the  plate.  The 
$20  note  features  a vignette  of  the  steamship  Everglade.  The  tint 
plate  is  similarly  preserved,  though  a little  brighter  with  better 
polish  and  somewhat  fewer  signs  of  handling.  Light,  scattered 
oxidation  marks  are  seen  and  these  are  somewhat  more  exten- 
sive than  on  the  face.  Light  spots  are  beginning  to  form  over 
much  of  the  plate,  and  around  the  borders,  the  surfaces  are 


somewhat  rough.  However,  again,  the  plate  could  probably 
be  cleaned  without  too  much  lasting  effect  from  the  oxidation. 
The  identity  of  the  bank  is  engraved  in  the  top  margin.  The 
tint  plate  is  engraved  for  full  tinting  of  each  note,  and  pieces 
printed  from  such  plates  are  particularly  attractive  finished 
products,  usually  with  the  tint  in  green  or  red,  as  in  this  case. 
According  to  Haxby,  these  designs  are  all  known  to  have  been 
issued,  however,  they  are  reported  with  two  different  imprint 
variations,  one  as  found  here,  and  secondly  without  the  ABNCo 
monogram.  The  $5  denomination  is  known  to  exist  in  both 
formats,  but  the  $10  and  $20  denominations  from  this  plate  are 
both  catalogued  as  SENC. 

Mark  of  J.  Keim,  Philadelphia  on  the  back  of  the  face  plate,  and  John 
Sellers,  Sheffield,  on  the  back  of  the  tint. 

The  Bank  of  St.  Johns  began  business  on  May  2, 1859.  By  March  28, 
1860  it  had  $63,640  in  bills  in  circulation.  In  1862  the  cashier  was  J.J.H. 
Bours,  and  A.M.  Reed  was  president.  Like  so  many  banks,  it  was  de- 
stroyed during  the  Civil  War  by  a combination  of  worthless  Confederate 
paper  money,  unpaid  loans,  and  a lack  of  profitable  business.

The  Georgia  Rail  Road  Bank  was  formed  as  a subsidiary  of  the 
Georgia  Rail  Road  and  Banking  Company  in  1890.  By  this  time  the 
Georgia  Rail  Road  and  Banking  Company  had  been  in  business  for 
several  generations,  having  been  established  in  the  1830s.  During  the 
early  years  it  assisted  greatly  in  strengthening  the  railroad  system 
and  general  economy  of  the  state.  This  was  the  only  Augusta  bank  to 
survive  the  Civil  War. 


National  Bank  of  Augusta

The  National  Bank  of  Augusta  was  chartered  in  1865,  the  first  of 
three  note-issuing  National  Banks  organized  in  Augusta.  The  starting 
capital  was  $500,000  against  an  authorized  limit  of  $1,000,000.  William 
B.  Dinsmore  was  president,  and  George  M.  Thew  was  cashier.  Just  under 
$2.6  million  in  National  Bank  notes  were  issued  from  this  institution, 
though  today  these  are  quite  scarce  with  only  seven  specimens  listed 
in  the  Kelly  Census.  The  bank  was  liquidated  July  1, 1912. 
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Georgia,  Savannah.  Marine  and  Fire  Insurance  Bank  of  the 
State  of  Georgia,  branch  at  Macon.  Circa  1830s-1840s.  Haxby 
GA-300.  Steel.  5.25  x 2 inches.  Deep  steel  gray  with  somewhat 
darker  toning  spots  and  traces  of  blue  and  gold.

The  Marine  and  Eire  Insurance  Bank  was  a combination  of  a finan- 
cial and  insurance  institution,  as  the  name  suggests.  In  the  late  1840s 
Edward  Padelford  was  president,  and  Jonathan  Olmstead  was  cashier. 
As  of  June  1, 1854,  the  name  of  the  business  was  changed  to  the  Marine 
Bank  of  Georgia.

A lovely  plate, 
used  for  Kansas  state  scrip  notes  authorized  by  the  Kansas 
Legislature  in  1867  to  cover  the  state's  dues  for  the  Indian 
Campaign  of  1864,  and  the  Confederate  States  invasion  of  the 
same  year.  The  notes  were  issued  in  $1,  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50  and 
$100  denominations,  and  approximately  $500,000  was  issued. 
The  notes  were  interest  bearing  and  carried  the  condition  that 
they  were  redeemable  only  if  the  Federal  government  would 
reimburse  the  state  for  their  war  expenses,  which  it  eventually 
did  to  the  extent  of  the  principal.  The  present  plate  bears  no 
engraver's  imprint,  but  the  finished  plates  bear  the  imprint  of 
Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  New  York,  per  illustrations 
in  Steven  Whitfield's  Kansas  Obsolete  Notes  and  Scrip,  published 
by  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors  in  1980.  The  main 
title  on  the  plate  was  used  for  the  $20  notes  (Whitfield-424), 
while  the  additional  "UNION"  engraving  appears  on  the  $5 
note  (Whitfield-422)

Hobson  was  cashier.

The  German  National  Bank  of  Louisville  was  chartered  November

hard  times  in  the  depression  era  of  the  mid-1890s,  as  did  many  others, 
and  went  into  receivership  January  22,  1897.  Just  under  $1  million  in 
National  Bank  notes  were  issued,  and  today  these  are  rather  scarce.  Just 
16  examples  appear  in  the  Kelly  Census.

Chartered  in  September  1908, 
the  bank  issued  just  under  $2.5  million  in  bank  notes,  but  was  closed 
on  Febmary  2,  1919.  At  that  time,  an  estimated  $500,000  in  currency 
remained  outstanding,  however,  today  the  notes  are  quite  scarce.  Only 
11  examples  are  listed  in  the  Kelly  Census.

Though  these  notes  are  readily  avail- 
able, this  plate  is  unique  and  thus  an  important  artifact  related 
to  this  Louisiana  bank.

The  Citizens'  Bank  of  Louisiana,  established  in  1830  with  the  help 
of  investment  funds  from  Holland,  is  best  known  today  for  its  "DIX" 
notes  made  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  circa  1859-1860.  As  to  whether 
earlier  DIX  notes  {dix  being  the  French  word  for  ten)  inspired  the  term 
Dixie  has  been  a matter  of  debate  for  many  years.  As  DIX  notes  first 
appeared  in  the  1830s,  any  earlier  citation  of  Dixie  or  Dixieland  would 
nullify  this  contention.  Some  commentary  about  this  appears  in  The  100 
Greatest  American  Bank  Notes.

Dated  "98"  in  the  lower  right  corner,  as  printed,  this  plate  was 
engraved  two  years  after  the  completion  of  the  structure.  A 
lovely  trust  company  building.  The  original  paper  wrapper  is 
included,  with  a proof  impression  affixed.

Mississippi  Valley  Trust  Company  was  incorporated  in  1890,  and 
this  building,  constructed  in  1896,  still  stands  today  at  401  Pine  Street, 
in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Though  now  renovated  for  use  as  office  space,  it 
remains  a beautiful  local  landmark  of  Victorian  urban  architecture.

Traces  of  green  ink 
remain  in  the  recesses.  The  full  text  of  the  plate  reads  in  six 
lines,  "BANK  OF  CHARLESTON  / NATIONAL  / BANKING 
ASSOCIATION.  / One  day  after  date,  WITHOUT  GRACE,  Pay 
to  bearer  through  / THE  NEW  YORK  CLEARING  HOUSE.  / 
Charleston."

This  institution  was  chartered  September  10, 1872,  succeeding  the 
interests  of  the  Bank  of  Charleston,  and  continued  in  operation  through 
the  end  of  the  note  issuing  period.  However  the  title  was  changed  March 
1, 1926  to  South  Carolina  National  Bank  of  Charleston.  Over  $17  million 
in  National  Bank  notes  were  issued  from  this  bank.

The  Bank  of  Nashville  was  incorporated  in  1807,  with  an  authorized 
capital  of  $500,000,  not  all  of  which  was  paid  in.  In  1817  the  bank  opened 
several  branches,  and  the  capital  was  increased  to  slightly  over  $1  mil- 
lion. However,  the  mini-recession  of  1818-1819  was  hard  on  this  and 
other  regional  banks.  On  July  17, 1819,  Niles’  Weekly  Register  reported: 

"Tennessee  hanks.  In  our  last  paper  we  stated  that  the  Farmers  and 
Mechanics  Bank  of  Nashville  had  failed-adding,  it  was  positively  asserted 
that  the  rest  of  the  banks  in  that  state  would  continue  to  pay  specie.  The 
sheet  was  hardly  worked  off  before  the  news  reached  us  that  the  Bank 
of  Nashville  had  also  suspended  specie  payments.  The  directors  have 
published  a long  address  to  the  public  to  show  the  expediency  of  the 
procedure-speak  of  the  pressure  upon  them,  and  attributing  it  chiefly, 
as  we  understand  it,  to  'emissaries"  of  the  bank  of  the  United  States, 
whose  object  is  to  "destroy  every  state  bank.'  This  may  partially  be  the 


case;  but  the  pressure  on  banks  in  general,  is  iKnaus*-  things  .in-  4 mg 
their  natural  level.  The  Bank  ol  Nashville  has  live  brain  he-.,  and  in  tin- 
whole  exhibits  a capital  ot  nearly  a million;  sf^Ki  ie  on  hand  2M,744,  m.in 
of  other  banks  43,188;  real  estate  17,578;  amount  of  notes  disiounted, 
1,596,751;  deposits  213,955;  notes  in  circulation  667,116.  Yet- 1 enne-. ■><-<' 
bank  notes  are  not  taken  by  the  brokers  of  Baltimore,  at  a discount  ol 
less  than  fifty  percent!" 

The  bank  recovered,  but  was  intermittently  besieged  with  problems. 
By  1857  its  capital  had  been  reduced  to  $ltX),(XJ0,  after  which  little  was 
heard  of  it.

Imprint  of  Draper,  Underwood,  Bald  and  Spencer  at  the 
upper  right  of  each  note,  as  printed.  Haxby  catalogues  the  $20 
denomination  with  the  imprint  of  Underwood,  Bald,  Spencer  & 
Hufty,  so  there  may  have  been  another  plate  produced  includ- 
ing this  design.  The  present  imprint  would  suggest  that  the 
engraving  was  completed  between  1833  and  1835,  while  the 
UBS&H  imprint  would  have  been  a little  later,  1837-1843.  The 
plate  is  finely  executed  with  portrait  medallions  in  classical 
style.  Some  minor  oxidation  is  seen  at  the  bottom  edge,  none 
affecting  the  design  and  probably  light  enough  that  it  could 
easily  be  removed  and  treated  for  long-term  protection.  The 
plate  is  bright,  highly  lustrous,  and  nicely  polished  steel  gray 
with  only  a few  minor  handling  marks  seen.  This  particular 
plate  was  displayed  by  us  at  the  International  Paper  Money 
Show  in  Memphis  this  past  June  and  created  a lot  of  attention. 
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A large  number  of  designs  are  catalogued  for  the  Union  Bank 
in  denominations  from  $1  to  $1,000,  but  the  majority  of  them 
are  also  listed  as  SENC  in  Haxby,  including  the  two  $10  and 
$20  designs  represented  here.  An  important  Nashville  plate, 
attractive,  and  as  all  of  the  plates  we  will  offer  from  the  archive, 
unique.  Original  heavy  fiber  paper  wrapper  is  included,  hand 
labeled  as  to  the  bank  title  and  denominations  of  the  plate. 

Mark  of  J.  Keim,  Philadelphia  on  back. 

In  1832  the  Union  Bank  of  Tennessee  was  chartered  with  an  autho- 
rized capital  of  $3,000,000,  with  a third  of  fhat  reserved  for  the  state's 
own  subscription.  The  main  office  was  in  Nashville,  with  branches  at 
Jackson,  Knoxville,  Columbia,  Chattanooga,  and  Memphis.  In  time  the 
branch  at  Memphis  conducted  more  business  than  the  home  office.  In 
the  1830s  this  was  a "pet  bank"  in  the  Jackson  administration,  part  of  the 
famous  wrangle  involving  the  second  Bank  of  the  United  States. 

To  promote  the  circulation  of  its  bills,  in  the  late  1830s  many  notes 
were  payable  in  Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans  as  well  as  at  the  bank 
itself.  In  1853  the  bank  arranged  for  the  banks  in  Cincirmati,  Ohio  to 
accept  its  notes  at  par,  this  at  a time  when  native  banks  in  Ohio  were 
having  many  problems  due  to  state  regulations.  In  1865  the  institution 
was  liquidated.

This  company  was  originally  chartered  in  1866  by  the  State  of

company  to  progress  in  earnest.  In  September  1871,  the  first  segment 
of  the  rail  service  was  opened,  and  the  company  thus  became  the  first 
to  offer  streetcar  service  in  Atlanta.  The  company  became  part  of  the 
Atlanta  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Company  in  1891.

Numerous  smaller  lines  came  together 
in  a large-scale  plan  for  consolidation  that  took  several  years  but  was 
completed  as  of  1900.  Rail  service  included  connections  in  Alabama, 
Florida,  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina.

Henry  Morrison  Flagler  was  a partner  of  Rockefeller  in  Standard 
Oil,  and  became  a successful  developer  in  Florida  after  discovering 
the  charms  of  St.  Augustine  on  a trip  there  with  his  second  wife.  He 
recognized  great  possibilities  for  Florida  to  attract  vacationers  and  set 
out  to  develop  the  area  first  by  constructing  a large  hotel.  Realizing  the 
shortcomings  of  the  transportation  systems  in  the  area,  he  began  to 
develop  the  network  of  rail  service  that  would  become  the  Florida  East 
Coast  Railroad.  The  steamship  company  of  the  same  name  was  part  of 
his  transportation  system  that  extended  all  the  way  to  Miami,  opening 
up  the  region  for  rapid  expansion  and  development.  Flagler  remains  a 
local  hero,  referred  to  as  the  Father  of  Miami.

The  Atlanta  Constitution  was  founded  in  1868,  and  rapidly  secured 
its  position  as  the  leading  newspaper  in  the  city.  In  1883,  the  competing 
Atlanta  Journal  was  founded,  but  in  1950  these  two  companies  were 
merged  to  create  today's  Atlanta  Journal-Constitution. 
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Important  Early  Coca-Cola  Advertising  Vignette

Coca-Cola,  today  the  world's  most  advertised  product,  the  world's 
largest  consumer  of  granulated  sugar,  and  the  world's  largest  soft  drink 
producer,  was  bom  out  of  a short-lived  prohibition  law  in  1886.  Dr.  John 
S.  Pemberton,  an  Atlanta  pharmacist  and  one-time  lieutenant  in  the  army 
of  the  Confederate  States,  had  been  selling  a tonic  called  Pemberton's 
French  Wine  Coca.  The  prohibition  laws  that  came  to  pass  gave  Pember- 
ton reason  to  change  the  name  of  his  already  popular  tonic.  The  product 


retained  its  most  potent  ingredients,  extracts  of  the  coca  plant  (from  which 
cocaine  is  produced),  and  the  kola  nut  which  is  high  in  caffeine  content, 
but  rather  than  continuing  to  include  wine  in  the  mix,  he  substituted 
with  sugar  and  Coca-Cola  was  bom.  It  was  first  sold  on  May  8,  1886,  as 
a fountain  drink  at  the  soda  fountain  of  Jacob's  Pharmacy  in  Atlanta.  By 
1890,  it  had  already  grown  to  become  one  of  America's  most  popular 
fountain  drinks  under  the  directorship  of  another  Atlanta  pharmacist, 
Asa  Candler,  who  had  purchased  all  interests  in  the  company  by  that 
time.  As  of  1895  the  product  is  said  to  have  been  sold  in  every  state  of  the 
Union.  Key  to  the  vast  expansion  of  sales  in  the  coming  years  was  an  1899 
agreement  for  bottling  of  the  product,  making  it  easier  to  distribute.  In 
1905,  the  ingredients  changed  and  the  extracts  from  the  coca  plant  were 
removed,  but  the  brand  was  securely  in  the  minds  of  the  people  and  by 
1909  over  400  bottling  plants  were  bottling  Coca-Cola.  By  1920,  there 
were  about  1,000  bottlers.  At  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II,  the  company 
made  a commitment  to  see  to  it  that  the  product  remained  available  to  all 
servicemen  overseas,  and  it  was  soon  available  in  44  countries.  In  1950, 
Coca-Cola  became  the  first  product  ever  featured  on  the  cover  of  Time 
Magazme.  The  Coca-Cola  logo,  the  script  name,  has  remained  essentially 
unchanged  for  over  100  years  and  today  is  perhaps  one  of  the  world's 
most  recognized  brands.  The  soft  drinks  of  the  Coca-Cola  company  are 
available  in  nearly  200  countries  around  the  world  and  over  1.3  billion 
servings  are  sold  each  day. 

Coca-Cola  collectibles  lead  the  market,  but  there  are  few  as  rare 
as  this!

The  present  buildings  of  the  Eagle  and  Phenix  Mills  were  constructed 
beginning  in  1866,  after  the  earlier  buildings,  dating  as  far  back  as  1851, 
had  been  burned  by  Union  forces  during  the  Civil  War.  During  the  war, 
the  mill  produced  textiles  for  uniforms  of  the  Confederate  army,  as  well 
as  tents,  ropes,  and  other  goods  for  the  war  effort.

The  first  Hygeia  Hotel  built  at  Old  Point  Comfort  was  erected  in 


1820,  and  replaced  by  a newer  structure  in  1863,  presumably  the  one 
depicted  in  this  engraving.  It  was  later  replaced  by  a grand  stmcture 
built  between  1890  and  1896,  which  burned  to  the  ground  in  1920,  at 
which  time  yet  another  hotel  was  erected,  the  one  standing  today.  Un- 
fortunately, the  hotel  is  presently  closed  to  guests,  but  it  is  undergoing 
an  estimated  $50  million  renovation  and  there  are  plans  to  open  it  as  a 
senior  living  facility  in  2007.  The  hotel  has  a grand  view  of  Chesapeake 
Bay,  at  the  entrance  to  Hampton  Roads,  and  was  a popular  vacation  spot 
whose  guests  included  Edgar  Allen  Poe,  who  is  said  to  have  presented 
a reading  of  The  Raven  on  the  front  porch  a month  before  his  death. 
During  the  Civil  War,  the  Hygeia  served  as  a hospital.

Henry  Flagler,  of  Florida  East  Coast  Railroad  fame,  organized  the 
Indian  River  Steamboat  Company  in  1886  to  facilitate  easier  access  to 
Palm  Beach  and  Lake  Worth,  Florida.  While  much  of  the  route  was  still 
by  land,  the  steamboat  company  made  the  first  part  of  the  journey,  from 
Titusville  to  Jupiter,  easier  and  faster,  and  also  served  to  make  supplying 
his  constmction  camps  more  efficient  as  his  railroad  system  grew.

Having  lost  his  father  at  the  age  of  six,  Harlan  Sanders,  born  in 
Indiana  in  1890,  was  raised  by  his  hard-working  single  mother  who 
had  little  choice  but  to  earn  an  income  while  Harlan,  her  oldest  son, 
tended  to  household  chores.  With  two  younger  siblings,  one  of  Harlan's 
most  important  tasks  became  the  preparation  of  meals  for  the  three 
children,  and  thus  he  became  a student  of  the  kitchen  at  a very  young 
age.  At  the  age  of  10,  he  got  his  first  job  outside  the  home,  and  soon 
left  home  to  work  on  a farm  at  12  years  old.  He  was  effectively  on  his 
own,  and  at  15  worked  as  a streetcar  operator  and  spent  a period  of 
time  in  the  military  which  took  him  to  Cuba  when  he  was  16.  After  his 


military  service,  Harlan  held  numerous  jobs  to  support  himself,  and 
eventually  settled  in  Corbin,  Kentucky  where  he  operated  a service 
station.  At  40,  he  saw  an  opportunity  in  cooking  for  travelers  who 
passed  by  his  service  station,  and  though  his  beginnings  in  this  regard 
were  quite  modest,  he  found  that  he  could  attract  patrons  with  food 
alone  and  entered  into  the  restaurant  business  at  a nearby  hotel,  where 
he  developed  the  recipe  for  fried  chicken  that  would  make  his  name 
famous  around  the  world.  His  restaurant  became  so  well  known  that 
the  governor  of  Kentucky  named  him  a Kentucky  Colonel  in  1935,  in 
recognition  of  his  success.  He  sold  his  business  in  1950,  but  retained 
the  secret  for  his  chicken,  and  by  1952  was  franchising  the  recipe  across 
America,  personally  visiting  one  restaurant  at  a time,  preparing  a batch 
of  fried  chicken  and  agreeing  to  the  payment  of  a nickel  per  chicken  if 
a proprietor  would  agree  to  sell  chicken  prepared  with  his  recipe.  This 
was  the  key  to  his  success  and  the  widespread  growth  of  the  Colonel 
Sanders  name,  and  by  1964  he  had  over  600  franchised  outlets  for  his 
chicken.  He  sold  the  company,  and  it  grew  considerably.  The  company 
was  first  traded  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  in  1966.  Today,  more 
than  a billion  servings  of  Colonel  Sander's  fried  chicken  recipe  are  sold 
each  year  in  80  countries  around  the  world.

The  Lafourche  Basin  levee  district  was  one  of  four  established  in  the 
1890s,  including  Atchafalaya  Basin,  Ponchartrain,  and  Orleans.  These 
were  organized  to  maintain  their  respective  levees,  giving  local  authori- 
ties in  the  districts  control  over  fundraising  to  cover  the  costs.  This  also 
gave  the  localities  control  over  their  own  fates  where  the  purposes  and 
soundness  of  the  levees  were  concerned.  The  communities  with  the  best 
funding  had  the  more  secure  levee  systems.

The  Louisiana  Levee  Company  was  established  after  1871  to  main- 
tain and  repair  the  system  of  levees  around  the  state  that  had  been 
damaged  during  the  Civil  War,  shoddily  constructed,  or  neglected  over 
the  years.  The  company  fell  into  disfavor  and  was  abolished  after  only 
a few  years  of  service.  A crevasse,  in  levee  terms,  is  a break  in  the  levee, 
which  apparently  is  being  tended  to  by  the  Louisiana  Levee  Company 
in  the  present  vignette. 

The  riverboat  Robert  E.  Lee  was  constructed  in  1866,  and  won  fame 
for  winning  a race  up  the  Mississippi  River  against  another  riverboat, 
the  Natchez  VI,  in  June  1870.  The  race  was  from  New  Orleans  to  St. 
Louis,  a route  of  750  miles  which  the  Robert  E.  Lee  completed  in  three 
days,  18  hours,  and  14  minutes.  The  Great  Mississippi  Steamboat 
Race,  as  the  event  came  to  be  called,  became  the  subject  of  a Currier 
and  Ives  print.

As  steam  powered  engines  increased  the  size  of  ocean  going  vessels 
in  the  middle  19th  century,  and  simultaneously,  river  boats  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi, which  were  key  to  the  growth  of  New  Orleans  as  an  important 
commercial  port  grew  in  size  and  number,  the  several  outlets  of  the 
Mississippi  River  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  became  less  and  less  reliable 
for  clear  passage  of  the  ships.  The  "passes"  as  they  were  called  were 
of  varying  depths  with  hazardous  sandbars  that  wreaked  havoc  on 
the  shipping  industry.  As  the  growth  of  the  nation's  railroad  system 
continued  at  an  ever  increasing  rate,  the  future  success  of  the  shipping 
lines  and  that  of  New  Orleans  as  an  important  port  city  became  far 
less  certain.  As  a result.  New  Orleans  took  measures  to  improve  the 
conditions  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi,  and  thus  the  reliability  of 
the  shipping  routes  which  would  continue  to  deliver  economic  growth 
to  the  city.  The  Mississippi  River  Jetty  Works  was  a system  of  works 
designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water  passages  by  directing  the 
flow  of  water  in  such  a way  that  sediment  was  more  likely  to  be  carried 
into  the  Gulf  than  to  collect  in  ever-changing  sandbars  that  became 
troublesome  obstructions.  James  B.  Eads,  a prominent  engineer  of  St. 
Louis,  was  invited  to  make  a proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  Jetty 
system,  and  he  suggested  an  arrangement  whereby  he  would  be  paid 
$10  million  for  construction  and  maintenance  of  a system  that  would 
keep  the  depth  of  the  southwest  pass  at  28  feet  for  an  extended  period 
of  time.  Payments  would  be  made  over  time,  and  connected  directly  to 
his  successes.  If  he  should  have  failed,  no  payments  would  have  been 
made.  Considerable  debate  ensued,  and  during  the  discussions,  the 
Senate  Commerce  Committee  amended  the  earlier  proposed  bill  that 
would  have  allowed  for  construction  to  begin  by  changing  the  focus 
from  the  southwest  pass  to  the  south  pass.  President  Grant  signed  this 
bill  into  law  on  March  3, 1875  and  Eads  began  Jiis  work  shortly  thereafter. 
By  July  1879  the  work  was  complete  and  Eads  had  been  successful  in 
opening  up  a secure  and  reliable  passage  for  large  ocean-going  vessels 
through  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River.

Jefferson  Davis  was  bom  in  1808,  a moment  of  relative  calm.  His 
father  and  uncles  had  all  fought  in  the  American  Revolution,  his  older 
brothers  in  the  War  of  1812,  including  service  at  the  Battle  of  New 
Orleans  under  the  leadership  of  Andrew  Jackson.  After  graduating 
from  West  Point  in  1828,  Davis  saw  his  first  military  action  in  1831  in 
the  Black  Hawk  War.  Upon  the  encouragement  of  family  members  who 
had  longer  military  experience,  he  resigned  from  the  militarx'  in  1835, 
married  the  daughter  of  Zachary  Taylor  and  set  his  attentions  to  cotton 
as  a business,  and  study  of  politics  which  would  serve  him  well.  As  of 
December  1845,  he  was  an  elected  representative  of  Mississippi  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States.  His  time  in  Congress  was  short  however, 
and  within  a year  he  resigned  to  return  to  militar)'  service  and  was  soon 
leading  soldiers  in  the  Mexican  War.  He  later  returned  to  Congress  as 
a Senator  for  a time,  was  appointed  by  President  Franklin  Pierce  as  his 
Secretary  of  War,  and  returned  to  the  U.S.  Senate  where  he  worked  for 
preservation  of  the  Union  as  difficulties  arose  over  states'  rights.  Though 
he  wanted  to  prevent  it,  his  state  of  Mississippi  seceded  from  the  Union 
January  9, 1861,  and  though  it  was  not  his  hope,  he  believed  in  the  state's 
right  to  do  so  and  promptly  resigned  from  the  U.S.  Senate.  Within  weeks 
he  was  elected  president  of  the  Confederate  States,  a position  that  he 
did  not  seek,  but  felt  a duty  to  accept.  Upon  the  end  of  the  war,  Davis 
was  held  prisoner  by  the  United  States  for  twm  years,  but  never  tried, 
though  a fair  trial  was  his  primarv’  desire.  He  remained  highly  regarded 
in  the  South.  He  died  in  New  Orleans  in  1889.

Ulysses  S.  Grant  was  born  April  27, 1822,  the  son  of  a tanner  in  Point 
Pleasant,  Ohio.  He  attended  West  Point,  and  served  in  the  Mexican 
War  under  the  command  of  Zachary  Taylor  long  before  the  military 
events  that  would  bring  him  fame  in  the  Civil  War  and  pave  the  way 
for  his  election  to  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States  in  1868  and  1872. 
During  the  Civil  War,  he  led  Union  soldiers  in  battle  at  such  famous 
engagements  as  Shiloh  and  Vicksburg,  earning  the  respect  of  Lincoln 
as  a strong  fighter  and  eventually  earning  the  rank  of  General-in-Chief, 
appointed  as  such  by  Lincoln  in  March  1864.  Perhaps  his  most  famous 
accomplishment  of  the  war  was  the  leadership  of  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  in  the  defeat  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee  at  the  command  of  his 
Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  This  resulted  in  Lee's  famous  surrender 
at  Appomattox  Court  House,  Virginia  on  April  9,  1865.  This  action, 
in  concert  with  General  Sherman's  brutal  advance  through  the  South 
brought  the  Civil  War  to  a decisive  end.

Marquis  de  Lafayette  arrived  in  Philadelphia  July  31, 1777  to  receive 
his  commission  as  Major  General  in  the  Continental  Army.  He  formed  a 
close  association  with  George  Washington  and  was  instrumental  in  the 
American  victory  during  the  Revolution.  He  accompanied  Washington 
to  Valley  Forge,  and  was  involved  in  numerous  important  actions 
during  the  war.  During  1781,  under  direction  of  General  Washington, 
he  shadowed  British  General  Cornwallis  and  his  soldiers  for  months. 


keeping  their  movements  in  check,  eventually  cornering  Cornwallis  at 
Yorktown  and  holding  him  there  under  orders  from  Washington  until 
reinforcements  were  able  to  arrive  under  the  command  of  Washington 
and  Lieutenant  General  Rochambeau.  Once  assembled  and  prepared, 
the  Americans  and  French  began  a relentless  artillery  assault  on  the  Brit- 
ish, forcing  Cornwallis  to  surrender  on  October  19, 1781.  This  was  the 
final  major  blow  to  the  British  forces,  and  led  to  the  signing  of  the  Treaty 
of  Paris  in  1783,  officially  ending  the  American  Revolution.  Lafayette  left 
for  France  shortly  after  the  victory  at  Yorktown,  but  returned  to  America 
in  the  autumn  of  1824  as  an  honored  guest  of  the  United  States.  After 
completing  his  grand  American  tour,  which  included  stops  in  each  state 
of  the  union,  he  returned  to  France  in  September  1825.

Robert  E.  Lee  was  another  West  Point  graduate,  and  like  his  tem- 
porary Union  foe  during  the  Civil  War,  General  McClellan,  he  was 
graduated  second  in  his  class,  that  of  1829,  and  served  in  the  Mexican 
War  under  Winfield  Scott.  On  the  day  Virginia  seceded  from  the  Union, 
April  17, 1861,  Lee  was  a colonel  in  the  1st  Cavalry  division  of  the  United 
States.  On  April  25, 1861  his  resignation  of  this  position  was  accepted. 
Explanation  for  its  having  been  tendered  is  best  given  in  Lee's  own 
words,  taken  from  a well  known  letter  to  his  sister  of  April  20, 1861: 

"With  all  my  devotion  to  the  Union  and  the  feeling  of  loyalty  and 
duty  of  an  American  citizen,  I have  not  been  able  to  make  up  my  mind 
to  raise  my  hand  against  my  relatives,  my  children,  my  home.  I have 
therefore  resigned  my  commission  in  the  Army,  and  save  in  defense  of 
my  native  State,  with  the  sincere  hope  that  my  poor  services  may  never 
be  needed,  I hope  I may  never  be  called  on  to  draw  my  sword..." 

Lee  began  military  service  to  the  Confederate  States  without  delay, 
as  a major  general.  Within  two  months,  he  was  made  a full  general. 
Several  command  positions  led  up  to  his  appointment  as  commander  of 
the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia,  which  position  he  held  from  June  1862 
until  his  famous  surrender  to  Ulysses  S.  Grant  at  Appomattox  Court 
House,  Virginia  on  April  9,  1865.  During  the  war,  Robert  E.  Lee  failed 
to  pay  property  taxes  on  his  estate,  which  the  Federal  government  took 
possession  of  as  a result.  Arlington  National  Cemetery  was  established 
there  in  1864,  and  the  first  soldier  buried  there  was  a Confederate 
prisoner  on  May  13, 1864.

A wonderful  engrav- 
ing of  Lincoln  as  Presi- 
dent, dated  1861,  and 
taken  just  before  the 
ravages  of  the  Civil 
War  would  stress  and 
age  him  considerably. 

The  plate  is  beautifully 
polished,  with  mottled 
light  olive-brown  and 
deeper  gray  around 
the  edges.  Light  hair- 
lines are  seen,  but 
handling  marks  are  very  few  and  the  plate  is  very  clean.  The 
engraving  is  deeply  chased,  and  masterfully  executed.  A nice 
proof  impression  is  included,  backed  on  card.  Also  included  is 
the  Proof  Room  index  card  which  dates  the  approval  of  the  en- 
graving to  March  30, 1861,  and  identifies  the  engraver  as  Charles 
Burt,  after  a pen  and  ink  drawing  by  Delnoce.  Use  notes  also 
are  entered  here,  and  include  an  1879  invitation  ticket  for  the 
Lincoln  Union,  and  a specimen  frame  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.

This  poor  son  of  a Kentucky  frontiersman  rose  to  be  one  of  the 
great  figures  of  American  history  through  pure  ambition.  Much  of  his 
education  was  on  his  own,  and  though  money  was  always  a difficult 
consideration,  through  hard  work  and  determination  he  saw  to  it  that 
his  education  never  took  second  place.  His  efforts  paid  off,  eventually 
attaining  partnership  in  an  Illinois  law  firm.  He  also  served  in  the  Il- 
linois Legislature  for  several  years,  and  ran  for  a position  in  the  United 
States  Senate  in  1858.  Though  this  election  did  not  fall  in  his  favor,  his 
experiences  in  the  campaign  and  the  name  he  made  for  himself  as  a 
first  class  debater  served  him  well  when  he  entered  the  Presidential  race 
in  1860.  The  threat  of  civil  war  was  already  running  high  at  the  time 
of  the  election,  and  Lincoln's  inaugural  address  included  clear  advice 
to  the  South  of  the  position  he  would  take  on  the  matter  of  secession, 
"In  your  hands,  my  dissatisfied  fellow  countrymen,  and  not  in  mine,  is 
the  momentous  issue  of  civil  war.  The  government  will  not  assail  you. 
You  can  have  no  conflict  without  yourselves  being  the  aggressors.  You 
have  no  oath  registered  in  Heaven  to  destroy  the  government,  while 
1 shall  have  the  most  solemn  one  to  preserve,  protect  and  defend  it." 
Defend  it,  he  did. 

Charles  Burt  began  his  studies  as  an  engraver  at  the  age  of  12  in 
his  country  of  birth,  Scotland.  In  the  United  States,  Burt  did  work  for 
several  different  engraving  firms  including  Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch 
and  Edson,  American  Bank  Note  Company,  Homer  Lee  Bank  Note 
Company,  International  Bank  Note  Company,  Continental  Bank  Note 
Company,  and  others.  He  also  produced  engravings  for  use  by  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  though  never  formally  employed 
by  them.  He  was  a prolific  and  accomplished  engraver.  Charles  Burt 
engraved  the  portrait  of  Martha  Washington  that  appears  on  Federal 
currency  issues  such  as  the  1886  $1  Silver  Certificate,  and  the  back  of 
the  $1  Silver  Certificate  of  1896. 


George  B.  McClellan

Like  U.S.  Grant,  George  McClellan  was  an  attendee  of  West  Point, 
but  while  Grant  was  a tough  fighter  with  keen  strategic  sense,  McClellan 
was  a strong  student  of  engineering  who  graduated  second  in  his  class. 
He  served  in  the  Mexican  War  under  Winfield  Scott,  but  later  left  military 
service  for  work  in  the  young  but  growing  railroad  industry,  during 
which  time  he  served  for  a period  as  chief  engineer  and  vice  president 
of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.  Abraham  Lincoln  had  been  an  attorney 
for  the  Illinois  Central,  and  McClellan  enjoyed  a rapid  increase  in  rank 
to  major  general  after  returning  to  military  service  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  Civil  War.  McClellan's  strength  was  as  an  engineer  and  organizer, 
and  he  put  this  to  use  in  readying  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  for  engage- 
ment. Unfortunately,  this  is  where  his  value  ended,  as  he  proved  an 
overly  cautious  leader  in  battle  and  more  than  once  overestimated  the 
forces  he  was  up  against,  thereby  missing  several  opportunities  to  levy 
severe  damage  on  the  southern  armies.  His  delays  and  shortcomings  in 
this  regard  were  unacceptable,  and  the  War  Department  asked  him  to 
relinquish  his  command  and  wait  for  further  orders.  These  orders  never 
came,  thus  ending  his  active  service  in  the  war.  He  ran  as  a candidate 
against  Lincoln  for  President  of  the  United  States  in  1864,  which  election 
he  lost,  but  he  later  was  elected  as  Governor  of  New  Jersey.

George  Gordon  Meade  was  a graduate  of  West  Point  in  the  class  of 
1835.  He  left  military  service  for  a short  period,  but  returned  to  service 
in  time  for  participation  in  the  Mexican  War,  and  continued  in  service 
throughout  the  Civil  War.  He  led  soldiers  in  many  engagements  includ- 
ing  The  Second  Battle  of  Bull  Run,  Antietam,  Fredericksburg,  Chancel- 
lorsville,  and  many  others.  Perhaps  his  crowning  achievement,  and  the 
one  he  is  best  remembered  for,  was  his  victory  over  General  Lee's  Army 
of  Northern  Virginia  on  the  battlefields  at  Gettysburg.  For  this,  Meade 
received  an  official  thanks  from  the  United  States  Congress  on  January 
28, 1864.  The  vignette  was  engraved  by  Charles  Schlecht,  a well-known 
portrait  engraver  who  began  an  apprenticeship  with  American  Bank 
Note  Company  in  1859.  He  is  perhaps  best  known  as  the  engraver  of  the 
face  plate  for  the  1896  $1  Silver  Certificate,  and  a contributor  to  the  face 
plate  of  the  $2  issue,  both  of  the  very  popular  Educational  series.

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Rams  — A Champion  Racehorse

steel  printing  plate,  among  the  largest  we  have  seen  from  the 
archive  and  certainly  among  the  most  aesthetically  impressive. 
The  plate  is  an  amazing  piece  of  art — historical  and  unique.  The 
steel  is  light  pewter  gray,  with  some  reflectivity  in  the  borders,  but 
the  engraved  area  is  fully  so,  and  thus  takes  on  a fine  satiny  ap- 
pearance. Handling  marks  are  seen,  mostly  in  the  borders,  along 
with  a few  minor  edge  nicks  that  are  of  little  consequence.  A few 
minor  oxidation  marks  are  seen  here  and  there,  mostly  beyond 
the  edges  of  the  design,  but  with  a few  more  centrally  located  that 
are  the  smallest  present  and  have  little  aesthetic  effect.  A few  fine 
scratches  are  also  seen,  noted  for  accuracy,  but  not  particularly 
distracting.  Apparently  commissioned  by  Vacuum  Oil  Company 
of  Rochester,  New  York,  who  must  have  expected  great  marketing 
benefits  from  the  promoting  of  this  horse's  August  3, 1878  trotting 
record  at  Buffalo  of  2 minutes,  13.25  seconds,  as  this  plate  would 
have  been  very  expensive  to  produce.  Considering  this  expense, 
it  is  likely  that  a good  number  of  posters  were  produced,  but 
an  internet  search  located  only  a single  rather  badly  damaged 
example  in  a collection.  The  engraving  firm's  imprint  is  just 
below  the  engraving  at  the  left,  as  printed.  A copyright  imprint 
at  the  same  position  at  right  reads,  "Copyright  1878  by  Vacuum 
Oil  Company,  Rochester,  N.Y."  Below  at  center,  in  large  block 
letters  is  the  horse's  name,  "RARUS."  To  the  left,  his  record  in 
three  lines,  "BEST  TIME  / ON  RECORD  2.13-V4  Buffalo,  N.Y.  / 
AUG.  3rd  1878."  To  the  right,  is  the  firm's  title,  also  in  three  lines, 
"PUBLISHED  BY  / VACUUM  OIL  COMPANY  / ROCHESTER, 
N.Y."  To  study  this  plate  is  to  develop  a deep  appreciation  for  it. 
It  would  be  a most  unusual  and  elegant  prize  for  anyone  who 
appreciates  equestrian  themes.  The  opportunity  to  display  it 
would  undoubtedly  prove  rewarding  time  and  again.  To  secure 


this  wonderful  plate  from  the  American  Bank  Note  Company 
archives  would  be  a coup  indeed,  as  it  is  truly  a museum  piece. 

Mark  of  John  Sellers  and  Sons,  151  Arundel  Street,  Sheffield,  England 
on  back. 

The  original  owner  of  Rarus  was  Mr.  R.B.  Conklin  a long  time  carpen- 
ter in  New  York  City.  As  he  approached  his  retirement  from  the  trade,  he 
purchased  a farm  in  Greenport,  Long  Island,  with  the  idea  that  he  would 
pursue  his  long  interest  in  horses  by  raising  a few  himself.  He  purchased 
a strong  mare  first,  and  raised  a few  foals,  but  he  was  not  satisfied  by 
these  endeavors  and  soon  decided  upon  a new  goal  of  raising  a champion 
racehorse.  He  sought  to  purchase  a sire  that  would  deliver  him  his  cham- 
pion, and  shortly  found  one.  Though  no  breeding  history  was  known, 
he  was  convinced  that  the  horse  was  of  good  lineage  and  went  so  far  as 
to  name  him  after  another  champion  horse  of  the  day,  known  to  be  of  a 
good  line.  From  the  time  Rarus  was  bom  of  Conklin's  mare  and  his  new 
found  sire,  he  was  raised  to  be  a champion.  In  his  early  years  he  showed 
promise,  and  though  Conklin  perhaps  believed  the  promise  greater  than 
was  deserved,  he  nonetheless  became  ever  more  convinced  that  he  had 
bred  a champion.  He  was  not  disappointed  as  he  began  to  train  the  horse 
to  race,  and  shortly  found  him  a natural.  His  first  recorded  race  was  at 
Homellsville,  New  York,  where  he  easily  outran  his  opposition  on  August 
21,  1874,  and  won  a healthy  purse  of  $800.00.  He  won  a second  race  in 
October  1874,  and  these  events  began  a successful  career  that  would  last 
four  years,  generate  many  thousands  of  dollars  for  Conklin,  and  culminate 
in  a world  record  trotting  time  set  at  Buffalo,  New  York  on  August  3, 1878. 
Shortly  after  this  success,  at  the  track  at  Utica,  New  York,  Conklin  agreed 
to  sell  Rams  for  $36,000  to  Z.E.  Simmons,  who  after  the  sale  refused  to 
allow  the  horse  on  the  track  that  day  in  spite  of  the  15,000  spectators  who 
had  gathered  with  expectations  of  seeing  the  champion.  Racing  officials 
present  that  day  banned  Rams  from  further  appearances  for  life,  as  they 
did  Conklin  who  was  unfairly  held  responsible  for  the  embarrassing 
situation,  even  though  the  sale  of  Rams  included  the  responsibility'  for 
all  scheduled  future  appearances. 

Vacuum  Oil  Company 

Established  in  1866,  Vacuum  Oil  Company  was  added  to  John  D. 
Rockefeller's  Standard  Oil  Tmst  in  1879.  Much  like  the  break  up  of  the 
Bell  Telephone  system  of  more  recent  times,  the  Standard  Oil  Tmst  was 
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divided  into  many  smaller  components  in  1911.  Many  continued  using 
part  of  the  Standard  name,  hut  Vacuum  Oil  Company  retained  its  own 
long-standing  title.  In  1931,  it  was  purchased  by  Rockefeller's  Standard 
Oil  Company  of  New  York,  which  transaction  formed  Socony- Vacuum 
Corporation.  In  1955,  this  company  (which  had  adopted  a red  Pegasus 
on  a white  field  as  a logo)  dropped  Vacuum  from  the  title,  and  added 
Mobil  which  was  already  a recognized  name  in  the  business  of  lubrica- 
tion. In  1966,  the  name  was  again  changed  to  Mobil  Oil  Corporation, 
which  merged  with  Exxon  in  2001  to  form  what  is  today  ExxonMobil.

William  Tecumseh  Sherman  was  another  Ohio  native  to  rise  to  fame 
in  the  U.S.  Civil  War.  Born  in  Lancaster,  February  8, 1820,  he  was  raised 
as  a foster  child  of  a friend  of  his  father  who  had  died  when  William 
was  young.  He  attended  West  Point,  graduating  in  the  class  of  1840, 
and  was  stationed  at  San  Francisco  during  the  Mexican  War.  Though 
he  did  not  have  the  battlefield  experiences  of  so  many  other  Union 
generals,  Sherman  proved  himself  very  capable  in  this  regard,  and  is 
best  known  in  the  north  as  one  of  the  two  generals  that  dealt  the  final 
blows  to  the  Confederate  army  and  brought  the  Civil  War  to  an  end.  In 
the  South,  he  remains  a notorious  figure,  much  despised  for  his  bmtal 
campaign  that  caused  considerable  destruction  as  he  marched  his  army 
from  Atlanta  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  at  Savannah.  His  siege  of  Atlanta 
that  began  this  final  thmst  was  on  the  direct  orders  of  General  Grant, 
who  commanded  him  to  "create  havoc  and  destruction  of  all  resources 
that  would  be  beneficial  to  the  enemy."  He  began  his  assault  of  the  city 
with  nearly  100,000  soldiers  on  May  4,  1864.  He  captured  Atlanta  on 
September  1,  1864,  burned  nearly  all  of  the  city,  and  began  his  march 
to  the  ocean  in  November.  By  December  23rd  he  was  in  a position  to 
advise  President  Lincoln  that  he  was  presenting  the  city  of  Savannah 
to  him  as  Christmas  gift.

John  Eliot,  born  in  England  in  1604,  sailed  to  New  England  in  1631 
and  became  a minister  of  the  Puritan  Congregationalist  Church  in 
Roxbury,  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  He  is  known  for  having  devoted 
much  attention  to  the  local  Algonquin  Nation,  including  learning 
enough  of  their  language  to  be  able  to  preach  to  them  in  their  native 
tongue.  In  doing  so,  he  earned  the  nickname,  "Apostle  to  the  Indians." 
He  arranged  for  land  grants  for  Native  Americans  who  had  converted 
to  Christianity,  and  continued  working  on  their  behalf  throughout  his 
career.  John  Eliot  died  in  1690,  having  left  numerous  lasting  marks  on 
the  colony  where  he  spent  the  majority  of  his  life.

The  capture  of  John  Andre  is  a Revolutionary  War  event  far  less 
known  today  than  the  treason  of  Benedict  Arnold,  but  Andre's  capture 
is  the  action  that  both  revealed  Benedict  Arnold's  covert  actions  and 
indirectly  led  to  his  escape  into  British  care.  Adjunct  General  Andre

The  papc'rs  from  Arnold  were  found  on  his  person,  though  they  were  not 
recognized  as  having  come  directly  from  Arnold.  Word  of  the  capture  was 
st'nt  immediately  to  Arnold,  as  a locally  stationed  officer,  and  to  George 
Washington.  Arnold  received  his  letter  before  Washington,  and  thus  was 
able  to  escape  to  British  safety.  Though  the  gentlemanly  niles  of  warfare 
of  the  period  dictated  that  the  lives  of  captured  generals  would  be  spared 
on  either  side,  Andre  was  seen  as  a spy  and  thus  executed  on  September 
29,  at  Tappan,  New  York,  after  the  British  refused  to  trade  Arnold  to 
the  Americans  for  Andre.  They  knew  that  the  return  of  Arnold  to  the 
Americans  would  have  meant  his  execution  as  a traitor,  but  incorrectly 
believe  that  the  life  of  their  general  would  be  spared.

The  Battle  of  New  Orleans  included  the  final  conflicts  of  the  War 
of  1812,  and  ended  with  the  defeat  of  the  vast  British  force  deployed  in 
the  gulf  region  (at  least  twice  the  size  of  the  American  force  fighting  in 
defense)  which  paved  the  way  to  the  ratification  of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent, 
ending  the  war.  The  defeat  forced  the  British  to  recognize  American 
interests  in  Louisiana  which  had  entered  the  Union  as  the  18th  state 
in  April  1812.  New  Orleans  was  an  important  target  for  the  British,  as 
its  location  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River  made  it  strategically 
significant.  Major  General  Andrew  Jackson  led  the  American  forces, 
and  in  the  final  land  battle  on  January  8,  1815,  the  British  lost  three 
generals,  a significant  blow  to  their  command  structure  that  resulted 
in  the  battle  becoming  heavily  weighted  in  favor  of  the  Americans.  On 
that  final  day,  Jackson  lost  71  soldiers  compared  to  over  2,000  Briti.sh 
casualties,  which  brought  an  abrupt  end  to  the  British  threat  and  forced 
their  withdrawal.

There  appears 
to  be  smoke  rising  from  some  windows  of  the  fort,  and  there 
are  what  appear  to  be  cannon  balls  in  the  air,  but  there  are  no 
attacking  boats  seen  on  the  water.

Fort  Sumter  National  Monument  was  built  with  slave  labor  begin- 
ning in  1829.  The  structure  itself  was  brick,  five-sided,  and 
vast  with  walls  over  170  feet  long,  5 feet  thick,  and  50  feet 
over  the  low  tide  mark.  The  United  States  scarcely  had  use 
of  the  fort  before  the  war  as  it  remained  incomplete  even  as 
South  Carolina  seceded  from  the  Union  on  December  21, 
1860.  The  Confederate  siege  of  the  fort  lasted  two  days,  and 
famously  without  the  loss  of  a single  life  in  battle,  though 
a single  Union  soldier  was  lost  in  an  accident  during  the 
surrender.  Taking  the  fort  before  it  was  fully  finished  and 
staffed  proved  a brilliant  move  by  the  Confederacy’.  It  al- 
lowed them  to  maintain  a hold  in  the  Union  naval  blcKkade, 
allowing  shipment  of  supplies  in.  The  Union  attempts  to  take 
the  fort  back  once  the  Confederate  forces  were  established 
there  proved  almost  impossible.  It  is  estimated  that  seven 
million  pounds  of  ammunition  was  fired  at  the  fort  during 
the  war,  but  only  52  Confederate  soldiers  were  killed  in  this 
immense  barrage.  The  fort  was  finally  v’acated  by  the  Con- 
federates facing  William  Sherman's  adv’ancc  from  Savannah 
on  Februarv’  17, 1865.

The  Military  Post  at  Little  Rock  was  authorized  to  be  established 
in  1836,  the  year  of  Arkansas  statehood.  The  site  was  selected  in  1837, 
and  the  first  permanent  stmcture  of  over  30  that  would  be  erected  on 
the  site  was  completed  in  1841.  During  the  Civil  War,  the  arsenal  was 
lost  to  the  South,  and  Confederate  forces  used  it  for  about  two  years 
until  the  Union  army  recaptured  it.  It  remained  a U.S.  Military  facility 
until  its  closure  in  1890.  The  entire  area  of  the  post  was  transferred  to 
the  ownership  of  the  city  of  Little  Rock,  and  today,  only  the  main  tower 
building  remains  standing.

The  battle  of  the  ironclads  Merrimac  and  Monitor  took  place  March 
9, 1862.  Up  until  that  point,  the  Confederate  Merrimac,  constructed  atop 
the  hull  of  the  U.S.S.  Merrimac  that  had  been  burned  and  abandoned 
by  Union  forces,  had  been  the  only  ironclad  ship  of  the  Civil  War.  Its 
iron  armor  protected  it  from  Union  shot,  and  earned  it  a place  early  in 
the  war  as  a dreaded  foe  as  it  had  the  ability  to  make  short  work  of  any 
wooden  hull  ship.  It  was  sent  down  the  Elizabeth  River  to  Hampton 
Roads  for  the  purpose  of  breaking  the  Union  blockade  there  on  March 
8,  and  the  wood  hulled  .ships  forming  the  blockade  were  dangerously 
threatened.  They  fought  through  the  first  day,  but  were  little  match  for 
the  ironclad  Merrimac,  which  returned  on  March  9 to  finish  its  work. 
But,  the  Union  had  constructed  a more  versatile  ironclad  of  their 
own,  one  that  was  smaller,  easier  to  maneuver,  and  benefited  from  a 


revolving  gun  turret.  Where  the  large  Mernmui  li.  d ti-  outmaK  . e; 
an  opponent,  the  Monitor  could  simply  rotate  it-  turret  (ur  rapid  .i'*.  ^ t 
in  any  direction.  The  Monitor  was  dispatched  to  prole- 1 the  Lnu.r 
blockade,  arriving  in  time  to  defend  the  remaining  Union  ship-  ..I- 
the  Merrimac  returned.  The  two  ironclads  clashc-d  hard,  and  the  tougi- 
Merrimac  eventually  withdrew  to  Norfolk.  The  Monitor  allowed  it,  a-- 
it  had  been  considerably  weakened  in  the  exchange,  but  the  result  wa- 
long  lasting.  Warfare  at  sea  was  changed  forever,  and  the  advantage 
that  the  Merrimac  had  given  the  Confederacy,  as  much  psychologic al 
as  tangible,  had  come  to  an  end.

Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address  is  perhaps  one  of  greatest  examples  of 
upstaging  in  American  history,  and  it  is  certainly  the  most  remembered. 
Though  many  people  today  would  not  recognize  the  name  Edward 
Everett,  in  1863  he  was  one  of  the  most  respected  orators  in  America.  He 
was  called  upon  to  be  the  keynote  speaker  at  the  Gettysburg  dedication 
on  November  19, 1863,  and  did  so  in  grand  style,  giving  a speech  over 
two  hours  in  length.  However,  it  was  Lincoln's  few  words  delivered 
that  day  that  remained  in  the  memory  of  a nation.

The  engraving  is  elegantly  executed, 
showing  the  vast  audience  in  attendance  on  the  opening  day 
of  the  Jubilee,  June  15, 1869.  The  speaker.  Representative  Alex- 


ander H.  Rice,  is  seen  far  in  the  distance  on  a riser  delivering  his 
address  as  part  of  the  inauguration  of  the  event.  The  title  appears 
below  in  two  lines,  as  follows,  "INTERIOR  OF  COLISEUM,  VIEW 
OE  THE  INAUGURATION  OE  THE  NATIONAL  PEACE  JUBILEE, 
/ The  Honorable  Alexander  H.  Rice  delivering  his  eloquent  ad- 
dress on  the  Restoration  of  Peace  and  Union."  Pieces  of  the  original 
paper  wrapper  are  included,  and  both  are  labeled  as  "Worlds  Peace 
Jubilee,"  somewhat  misleading  as  the  Worlds  Peace  Jubilee  was 
held  three  years  later.  The  titles  on  the  plate  confirm  that  the  labels 
are  in  error,  and  suggest  that  they  might  have  been  applied  much 
later. 

Mark  of  John  Sellers  and  Sons,  Sheffield,  England  on  back. 
The  National  Peace  Jubilee  was  organized  in  Boston,  Mas- 
sachusetts by  an  Irish  immigrant,  Patrick  Sarsfield  Gilmore,  who 
came  to  Boston  in  1848  at  the  time  of  the  Irish  potato  famine. 
Gilmore  was  a respected  bandleader  who  captured  the  attention 
and  admiration  of  John  Philip  Sousa,  who  once  referred  to  him  as 
the  "Father  of  American  Band."  Patrick  Gilmore's  Band  enlisted 
as  a group  into  the  Union  army  early  in  the  Civil  War,  and  served 
with  the  24th  Massachusetts  Infantry,  at  Bull  Run,  Antietam, 
Chancellorsville,  Gettysburg,  and  other  engagements. 

After  the  war,  Gilmore  organized  the  National  Peace  Jubilee  in 
Boston,  as  a celebration  of  the  "Restoration  of  Peace  and  Union," 
as  seen  engraved  on  this  plate.  The  event  was  held  June  15-19, 
1869  in  a huge  temporary  coliseum,  erected  betw'een  the  South 
End  and  Back  Bay  in  Boston.  The  music  program  was  on  a grand 
scale,  and  included  over  1,000  instruments  and  10,000  %'ocalists. 
It  was  a sensational  production,  and  a grand  success.  Gilmore 
later  followed  it  in  1872  with  his  Worlds  Peace  Jubilee,  which 
included  twice  as  many  performers  and  an  appearance  by  the 
famous  composer  Johann  Strauss. 

Alexander  H.  Rice  was  a former  Mayor  of  the  CiW  of  Boston. 
At  the  time  of  the  Jubilee,  he  was  serxing  in  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives,  and  later  was  elected  governor  of 
Massachusetts,  an  office  he  held  from  1876  to  1878.

The  original  Capitol  building,  erected  in  1847,  was  lost  to  fire  in  1849, 
and  was  replaced  by  a new  building  in  1850  that  still  stands  today  as  the 
center  of  the  present  Capitol  building,  though  additional  wings  have 
been  added  over  the  years.  It  is  the  site  where  the  Alabama  legislature 
decided  to  secede  from  the  Union,  and  it  is  where  Jefferson  Davis  was 
inaugurated  President  of  the  Confederate  States.  It  is  at  the  head  of 
Dexter  Avenue,  named  for  Andrew  Dexter,  Jr.,  an  extensive  account  of 
whom  (in  connection  with  bank  fraud)  will  be  found  in  the  forthcom- 
ing book  by  Dave  Bowers,  Obsolete  Paper  Money  Issued  by  Banks  in  the 
United  States  1782-1866.

During  the  Civil  War,  Vicksburg  became  a vital  target  for  L'lysses 
Grant  and  his  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  who  laid  siege  to  the  city  from  May 
1863  until  Confederate  General  John  Pemberton  surrendered  his  Army 
of  Vicksburg  on  July  4, 1863.  It  is  estimated  that  over  19,000  soldiers  died 
in  this  action,  in  nearly  equal  numbers  on  both  sides.  Grant's  victor)' 
eliminated  Confederate  control  of  the  Mississippi  River  here,  and  split 
the  southern  army,  giving  an  important  advantage  to  the  Union.  The 
old  courthouse  is  seen  in  the  distance.  The  courthouse  was  constructed 
beginning  in  1858,  and  completed  just  before  the  war  in  1860.

This  building,  known  today  as  Gallier  Hall,  was  built  between  1845 
and  1853,  and  served  as  the  City  Hall  of  New  Orleans  for  over  100 
years.  The  building  project  was  delayed  when  funds  ran  out  after  the 
basement  was  completed,  apparently  after  poor  financial  planning  for 
the  size  of  the  project.  A roof  was  placed  over  the  basement,  and  it  was 
used  by  the  police  department  until  funds  could  be  rai.sed  to  complete 
the  structure.  Both  Jefferson  Davis  and  General  Beauregard  were  laid  in 
state  in  this  building  which  still  stands  today  at  545  St.  Charles  Avenue. 
It  is  available  for  rent  for  large  functions.

This  State  House  of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia  was  begun  in 
1854,  after  another  structure  in  process  earlier  proved  faulW  and  was 
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dismantled.  Built  entirely  of  native  granite,  the  present  structure  was 
nearly  complete  by  1861,  though  the  attack  of  Confederafe  forces  on 
Fort  Sumter  in  April  which  began  the  Civil  War  interrupted  the  process 
and  the  building  remained  incomplete  throughout  the  war.  In  1865, 
Sherman's  army  levied  serious  damage  on  the  building,  and  during  the 
period  of  posf-war  reconstruction,  repair  and  completion  of  the  State 
House  was  not  a high  priority  for  the  financially  challenged  state,  and 
what  work  was  accomplished  in  this  regard  was  poorly  done.  Plans  to 
correct  the  situation  were  sought  in  earnest  in  1885,  and  in  1888  a new 
slate  roof  began  the  project.  By  1890,  the  interior  was  nearly  complete, 
but  financing  became  an  issue  and  the  project  slowed.  The  State  House 
was  not  considered  completely  finished  until  1907,  after  more  than  50 
years  in  process  at  a total  cost  of  nearly  $3.5  million.

The  Tennessee  State  House  was  completed  in  1859,  though  the  ar- 
chitect died  long  before  its  completion  and,  according  to  his  wishes,  was 
entombed  within  the  walls  of  the  building,  just  above  the  cornerstone. 
As  such,  he  shares  the  State  House  grounds  with  the  final  resting  places 


of  President  and  Mrs.  James  Polk.  When  the  Union  army  took  control  of 
the  city  of  Nashville  in  1862,  they  used  the  Greek  revival  building  as  a 
fort,  titling  it  Fortress  Andrew  Johnson."  It  was  prepared  for  defense 
from  any  Confederate  attack,  with  artillery  pieces  at  the  ready,  but  the 
Union  held  the  city  of  Nashville  until  the  end  of  the  war  and  these 
cannons  were  never  fired  in  defense  of  the  fort.

Far  more  interesting  however  is  the  back  of  the  plate, 
which  features  the  name  "Paragon  Laser  Systems,"  three  times 
in  different  sizes,  and  most  interestingly  an  engraved  space 
shuttle  among  other  engravings.  This  plate  suggests  that  Ameri- 
can Bank  Note  Company  did  some  work  with  Paragon  Laser 
Systems  in  the  investigation  of  replacing  hand-engraved  work 
with  engravings  produced  by  laser  technology.  The  engravings 
of  this  plate  seem  to  be  samples  of  what  could  be  accomplished. 
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experimenting  with  fonts,  arrangements  of  letters,  and  general 
graphics.  It  is  a most  interesting  plate,  a modem  artifact  with  an

The  Tennessee  Centennial  and  International  Exhibition  was  held 
in  Nashville,  May  1 to  October  31,  1897,  a year  later  than  it  should 
have  been  as  Tennessee  was  admitted  to  the  Union  as  the  16th  state  on 
June  1,  1796.  It  was  held  in  what  is  today  knowm  as  Centennial  Park. 
As  with  other  world's  fairs,  the  event  was  not  particularly  profitable. 
Records  show  that  the  fair  generated  less  than  $50  in  profit  by  the  end, 
which  is  still  superior  to  the  many  fairs  which  lost  considerable  sums 
by  their  closing  dates.
